DEATH OR GLORY. 


CAPT. MORLEY, 17TH LANCERS, 
TELLS THE STORY. 


One of the Survivors of the Crimea, at 
Washington, Talks of the Charge of the 
Light Brigade, 


One of the sNrvivors of the famous Six 
Hundred is Captain Thomas Morley, who 
lives in Washington, He enlisted -in the 
Seventeenth Lancers, famed in British 
military history as the ‘‘ Death or’Glory 
Lancers,"’ at Dublin, in 1849. He contin- 
ued with this regiment until 1854, and 
now wears the Queen’s ‘‘Death or Glory’’ 
medal, inscribed ‘‘Sebastopol, Inkerman, 
Balaklava, Alma,’’ besides the Sultan's 
medal for gallant service in the Crimean 
war. In his regimental account book are 
‘many interesting facts regarding tho 
war. ‘The following is a copy of a letter 
to Capt. Morley from Lord Tredegar, 
who commanded the Seventeenth Lan- 
cers :— 

“Tredegar Park, Newport, England, 
April 6, 1889,—Morley: I remember 
quite well that on the fleld of Inkerman 
you asked permission to [fall out to go 
and try and ‘bring in Cornet Cleveland, 
who had been seriously wounded a short 
fime previously. I gave you permission, 
and you went, with two other men, and 
brought Cornet Cleyeland into camp. I 
also know that you displayed eat gal- 
lantry in the light cavalry charge of 
Balaklava. ‘ours sincerely, 

‘Tredegar. ’’ 

In an interview with a reporter of the 

Washington Times, Capt Morley gave

the following descriptiou of the charge of 
the Light Brigade:— 


“I recall the fearful charge of the 
Light Brgade, as though it occurred but 
yesterday, The charging column was 
composed of the Fourth Light Dragoon 
the Eighth Royal Irish Hussars, Blev- 
enth Prince Albert's Own Hugsars, the 
Thirteenth Light Dragoons, and tho Sey- 
enteenth ‘Death or Glory Lancers.’ In- 
the engagement I was corporal, and later 
sergeant. 1 was at the end of the line on 
the right flank of the second squadron of 
my regiment. 

“We went in with 145 men, and at 
roll call, after the fight only 45 answered. 
The strength of the brigade was 670, and 
of these oply 195 answered ‘Here!’ when 
thelr names were told off. Every man 
had blood on him, with the exception of 
our commanding officer, Lord Cardigan. 
Though his clothes weré cut and torn, 
yet Ido not think that he recolyed a 
wound, and Tam quite certain that he 
was the only man who escaped unhurt. 

“T recoived a slash over the head from 
the sword of a Russian officer, and a 
Wound in the right hong. During the 
morning of the 25th of October We wére 
stationed in the South Valley, close to 


Heay, rigade. We withessed the 
edge dae ih the Russians, but we 
wer pet ordered to participate in it. 

“The attack of the Russians on this 


brigade was unexpected. It came while 
the English apiiliong ave at fires aN 
and while some were watering thelr 
horges, byt they ral d, and, after same 
tangled fighting, charged the enemy, 


who wero scattered by the courage ond 
discipline of the men and the greater 
welght of their horses, the Russian 
horses being very light. It was a thrill- 
ing engagoment, but the list of fatalities 
was not long. 

“The order came for the Light Brigade 
to go into the North Valley, and after 
some manocuyering we entered it, It 48 
& little valley about 600 yards wide at 
its narrowest and with a slight declina- 
tion toward a Russian Battery which ob- 
structed it at the lower end, about one 
mile away. The main body of the Rus- 
sian forces lay behind: this. ‘The Cause- 
way Heights were on our right, and the 
Pidioubkine Heights on our left. Along 
these clevations there were plenty of Rus- 
sian batteries, 

“The men of my regiment did not 
know of the arrival of the order to move. 
None of them knew what our destina- 
tion was to be, though no one would 
‘lieved that we had been ordered 
«e° through that valley, fringed 
and blocked by guns. 

“The brigade struck a good trot, and 
Lord Cardigan headed it straight down 
the valley, I saw Captain Nolan, our 
imental commander, who had brought 
the moving order from Lord Raglan to 


Lord Cardigan, waying his sword toward 
the latter, and indicating that it was the 
batteries on the right which had been In-

In obedience to 
this order, we went to the left, and 
headed straight down the yalley, every 
foot of which is now such historle ground. 
Just as this movement was executed a 
shell dropped in the midst of our troop, 

r dozen men went to their eternal 
hOMMeG. 

“The shock of the explosion felled my 
horse, but he arose without dismounting 
me, and onward down the valley we rode, 

“Wohad then proceeded but a few 
hundred yards, but the batteries were 
opening on us, and the roar of guns as 
they belched death and destruction was 
deafening, Men were dropping all around 
by this time, and although the gaps in 
the ranks were promptly closed, yet there 
was so much noise and smoke and con- 
fusion that nobody really could tell what 
was going on or where we were going. 

“Captain Winter, our troop leader, fell 
next, and close after him Captain Webb 
fell, mortally wounded. This left our 
troop without a commissioned officer, but 
we rushed on with the rest of tho bri- 
gade. The guns on the heights were do- 
ing good work aginst us, but being at 
the disadyantage of haying to shoot down 
hill, they were not nearly so effective as 
the batteries directly ahead, which raked 
us with terrifle effect, for the Russians 
were good gunners. 

“Atthe very instant that we came 
npon these guns a volley was discharged 
with horrible result, butin a moment 
more we dashed against and through the 
guns, driving the men before us, but re- 
colyiug a good deal of fight from strag- 
gling groups of gunners, In the din and 
confusion, while I was looking for an 
officer of my regiment, I came across 
Lieut. Jarvis of the Thirteenth Light 
Dragoons, for the uniforms of the Thir- 
teenth and Seventeenth were very sim- 
ilar—blue uniforms and white facings— 
and I called his attention to Lord Cardi- 
gan and his white legged horse a little 
distance off, but Lieut. Jarvis, who was 
one of the bravest of men, said:— 

‘Neyer mind, let us take this gun.’ 
It was the nearest to us, and the Rus- 
sians were alroady driying off with it. 
Jarvis shot one of the horses and slashed 
away at the gunners. It was in this way 
that we got the gun, and this was the 
only fun captured in that memorable en- 
gagement. 

“We did not get far away with the 
captured piece before the Cossacks rallied 
and came at us full tilt. They were 
armed with lances aboyt twelve febt long. 
We managed to get through them, but 
a body of them chased me into a number 
of Russian cavalry, and after struggling 
through them I was viciously set upon 
by a Russian officer. My lance had been 
shot away, but with my sword I saved 
my skull, He made a drive at me which 
cut helf way through my sword and 
would haye cleft my skull but for the 
heavy dress cap which I wore. I cut 
him across the face. 

“hen the fighting became confused 
and promiscuous. I could sce a sinall 
body of our troops driving a brigade of 
Russians before them. Half a mile be- 
yond the guns the Russian Hussars 
turned and St at us. Me 

‘A regiment of lancers with flags fly- 
ing were coming down the valley, and I 
thought that they were French Lancers 
about co reinforce us, but on closer ap- 
proach their long grey couts showed them 
to be Jopotkine Lancers, ‘They fired at 
us. We were then between two fires. The 
Hussars were coming from one direction 
and the Jopotkine Lancers from another, 

“T rode back and rallied our troop, or 
what was left of it, and we cut our way 
through the Russlan cayalry. After this 
we passed a number of infantry, and 
they flred into ns. A number of our men 
went down in this retreat. The guns 
which we had passed had in the mean- 
time been manned, and we had to go 
through them a secgnd time, This was 
not accomplished withont heavy loss. 
After passing we struck down the valley, 
not following our track in coming up. 
Our regiment was the last to come in, 
and the skeletons of the regiments which 
had gone gown the valley were on par- 
ade, and ford Cardigan had concluded 
his famoys speech. 

“Phe ride up the valley occupied, I 
should say, about five yinutes, and the 
time speyt in fighting behind the guns 
ara to about twenty. Nolan had 
understood the order, as was proved by 
Wibter’s command, ‘threes right.’ Tt wae 
yory easy for Cordigan to lay the blame 
on him, knowing that he was dead. 

“The battle of Inkerman follosved two 
days after. As Balaklaya was within the 
Russian lines, and ag the Russians fell 
back in the spring, I walked over the 
ground where the y dae of the Light 
Brigade had been done, The Russians 
had not buried our dead, but bad merely 
thrown dirt over them, and the rains and 
storms of winter had washed a number 
of bodies out, and many of these were 
gathered np and sent back to England, 

“The Commemoration Society, of 
which lam now a member, holds an 
apnual banqnet. At presont, I think, 
there are ubout 70 survivors of the Light 
Brigade. There ate a large number of sur- 
vivors of the 10,000 general troops that 
were avound Balaklaya, but membership 
in the Balaklaya Commemoration So- 
clety te restricted to those who rode in 
the charge of the Light Brigade. The 
relics of the fight which I have, shall, at 
my death, be bequeathed to the Natdonal 
Muscum."’

DEATH AND DESTRUCTION, 


NINE CHILDREN KILLED AND SEV- 
ERAL SERIOUSLY INJURED. 


A Cyclone Blows the High Schoo! Building 
to Pieces at Arilugton, Ga.—Scenon of 
Morror, 


‘A despatch from Atlanta, Ga., says: 
—A cyclone struck this town on Mon- 
day, and has left behind it a trail of 
death and destruction. The High 
School building was blown to pieces, 
and from the wreck nearly 100 dead, 
dying and injured people have already 
been taken, 

The following named pupils were in- 
stantly killed:—Ollie Parramore,Claude 
Roberts, Alice Putnam, Albert Butler, 
Willie MoMarra, Kenneth Boynton, 
Maud Johnson, Mary W. Ellons. At 
least ten others will die, according to 
the reports of the corps of emergency 
physicians now caring for the injur- 
ed. Prof. Walker, it is feared, cannot 
live, and Prof. Covington is badly in- 
jured. 

Not a single person in the big build- 
Ing escaped Injury. About 1.30 o'clock 
there was a lull in the high winds which 
had prevailed, giving some promise of 
aclear day, Prof. Covington, going out 
to look around, beheld a dati Aineh 
well fringed with electricity, moving 
rapidly in the direction of ie school, 
His trained eye at once told him there 
was danger. Hurrying the children in- 
to the building for safety, the roaring 
of the coming cyclone was upon them 
before they ad time to think. The 
storm increased in strength and vel- 
ocity and the pas beganto shake 
and careen. The building was wrench- 
ed into fragments, so that the pieces 
fell inward, and among the first struck 
were Claude Roberts and Alice Putnam 
who were killed at the first blow. Pro- 
fessors Covington and Walker both 
worked to succor the children, notwith- 
standing both had received serious 
wounds. The scene was soon surround- 
ed by the parents of the children. The 
sight of eight little ones already dead 
and of ten others crushed and bruised 
and bleeding in all the phases of tor- 
ture was enough to wring the stout- 
est heart. Among those wounded quite 
a number are not expected to live, and 
it is more than likely that the list of 
dead will be doubled before morning. 

Blakeley was struck by a severe 
storm on Monday morning, and did en- 
ormous damage and cost several lives. 
The chaos caused by the storm still ex- 
ists, and during the confusion nothing 
can be definitely learned as to the 
amount of harm done or the number 
of lives lost. 


MASSACRES AT TOKAT, 


SEVEN HUNDRED ARMENIANS KILL- 
ED BY THE TURKS. 


Sir Philip Curries Protest—OfMicials Dis- 
missed and Ordered to be Tried—The 
Patriarch Resigns. 

A despatch from Constantinople says: 
—Further antl probably more accurate 
details of the recemlt massacre of Ar- 
menians ab Tokat, ini the Sivas district 
of Anatolia, have been received at 
the Armenian Patriarchate here. The 
first report of the affair was issued 
by the Government. This declared 
that fifteen Armenians and three Mus- 
sulmank had been killed. Little re- 
liance was placed im the report, for 
the officials have always made it a rule 
to under-state the number of persons 
killed in the various massacres. Later 
information was received at the Em- 
bassies showing, that fully, 100 defence- 
less Armemians had fallen victims to 
Ubie fury of the Moslems at Tokat, and 
this number, it was thought, was pro- 
Pauly, correct. The news received at 
the Patriarchate shows that both state- 
ments were imcorreot, and that the 
oun ber of victims was fully 700. It 
was stated at the Patriarchate that 
these figures were obtained from re- 
liable persons im Tokat and the viocin- 
ity, and that the number of victims 
stated is without doubt correct. Sir 
Philip Currie, the British Ambassador, 
made & most vigorous protest against 
the massacre in a note to the Porte, 
which was said to have been the strong- 
est ever delivered by an Ambassador 
to the Turkish Government. The re- 
sult of his action was shown, when 
the Sultan ordered ihe dismissal and 
lwomediate arrest of the Turkish offi- 


cials in) Lokat who are suspected of 
complicity in the massacre and the 
appointinent of a@ special commission 
to try them. It is believed that the 
British Ambassador will watch the 
trial closely to see that tt does not 


RrOre a farce, as go many trials of 
Moslem officials charged with the mur- 
ders of Christians have been. 

Ormanian, the Armenian Patri- 
arch, has made a protest tothe Sultan 
against the murders at Tokat, and has 
added forceto his protest by insisting 
that the Sultan shall accept his resig- 
nation, which was tendered some time 
ago. At that time the Sultan refused 
to accept it, and promised the Patri- 
arch that further concessions would be 
made to the Armenians. His Majesty 
asked, however, that the granting of 
these concessions be deferred unti) af- 
ter Easter.

A FEARFUL EXPERIENGE 


STEAMER RIALTO SET ON FIRE IN 
MID-OCEAN, 


Raged—It Was With DiMculty 
Crew Was Rescucd by the 
uu. 

The Allan State Line steamer Cartha- 
Ginian, which arrived in New York on 
Thursday morning from Glasgow, res- 
gued the crew of the Wilson ine 
steamer Rialto, which took fire and 
was abandoned March 5, in latitude 
51.33 and longitude 22.45. The Rialto 
was bound from Newcastle from New 
York, loaded with a general cargo, in- 
cluding a large guantity of chemicals, 
She left port on Feb. 21, and experienc- 
ed strong westerly gales, gradually {n- 
creasing in violence until March 3, 
when a veritable hurricane was blow- 
ing. 

At 6 o'clock in! the morning, a terri- 
fio explosion in the forehold blew the 
hatch covers into the air, killed one 
Seaman, and injured the chief mate. 
Dense columns of thick, yellow smoke 
poured out of the open hatch, and a 
choking, penetrating odour pervaded 
the Ship. The crew was at once called 
to fire quarters, the hose was stretch- 
ed, and pumps etarted. It was ne- 
cessary to batten down the hatches 
to Prevent the fire having full vent. 
Meanwhile the ship was wallowing in 
the motuntainous seas and was oc- 
casionally buried under a giant comber. 
The lifeboats were smashed by the 
Seas, and the crew saw death starin 
them in the face. All hands worke 
with desperate energy, but in spite of 
their efforts the fire seemed to gain 
headway steadily. At 2 o'clock in 
the afternoon the Carthaginian was 
sighted, and in reply to signals pro- 
mised to stand by until the weather 
moderated sufficiently to permit boats 

be lowered. 

‘The Rialto menj did not relax their 
efforts to subdue the fire, but it stead- 
ily crept further into the cargo, and 
the decks and plates grew hotter and 
hotter. For forty hours, or until the 
early morning of the 5th, the Allan 
Liner stood by, and then the weather 
moderated enough to make it possible 
for a lifeboat to live. As the Rialto’s 
boats were all gone, Captain France, 
of the Cartbaginian, ordered his own 
boats manned, and after a great SARE

gle the entire crew was taken 
without mishap. Captain Rippeth 


said that when he abandoned the Rial- |

THE KAISER’S SANITY. 
— 
The Mental Condition of the German 
Emperor Causes Great Alarm, 

A despatch from Berlin, says:—In 
regard to the stories of Emperor Wil- 
liam’s imsanity, it is stated privately 
by men who know him more or less 
imtimately that his Majesty is very ner- 
vous and irritable, his features twitch- 
ing frequently. They admit that the 
Emperor has certain eccentricities, 


chiefly denoting inordinate vanity, con-| 


cerning which many queer anecdotes 
are in circulation, but his behaviour 
has always been that of a sang per- 
son. 
A letter to the London Daily Mail 
reiterates the story of Emperor Wil- 
liam’s insanity with startling frank- 
ness, mentioning his Majesty as being 
the sovereign Peeraaualy relerrea to as 
pinching nis guests and trying to trip 
them up with his sword. ‘The writer 
says the fact is now that there is no 
doubt that the Emperor, if not spe- 
cifically insane, is liable to fils of ab- 
erration, which, while they last, are 
indistinguishable from madness, 
local derangement behind the ear, and 
almost in contact with the brain, has 
hitherto, it is added, been kept in safe 
limits by a treatment which provokes 
a constant discharge. While the dis- 
charge lasts the pain is not very great 
and the inflammation and swelling o 
the affected parts being relieved, there 
is nothing either intolerable or alarm- 
ing. But, it appears, it has lately be- 
come increasingly difficult to maintain 
the process, and the result is a com- 
bination of pain, excitability, depres- 
siom and mautlenan eas which has brought 
the Emperor toa condition fearfully 
alarming. Continuing, the writer says 
that no Hohenzollern is allowed to as- 
cend the throne or keep it if he is 
afflicted with an incurable disease, and 
that it is obvious no madness can be 
tolerated in the Emperor. The know- 
ledge of this is said to be disabling the 
rule of his house, und is doubtless in- 
tensely aggravated by the symptoms of 
disease. It is said that should things 
ret but little worse, Prince Henry of 
russia, the Emperor's brother, will be 
proclaimed Regent, with an advisory 
Council, on which the constituent sov- 
ereigns of the Empire will be repre- 
sented,

Bergunder had some money saved when 
her husband was strioken, but her 
funds grew lower and lower until she 
was penniless. 

Then she sought work herself, and 
for a time succeeded in keeping _ the 
wolf from the door. She told the Over- 
seer that for days she and her children 
had hardly eaten Bu yenine so that her 
husband could be fed, in ‘the hope that 
he would regain his health and again 
go forth to earn a living for them. 

Mrs. Bergunder says that many times 
her husband had to go to bed without 
having eaten a morsel. , At times he 
beggad piteously for food, but’ she was 
powerless to assist him. A doctor who 
examnined him said that Bright’s disease 
killed him, but Mrs. Bergunder is posi- 
tive that bad he beenl fed properly he 
would now be alive. - : 

Mrs. Bergunder realized that if she 
did not secure aid she and her three 
children would soon meet the same fate 
as her husband.

LARGE INCREASE IN ASSETS. 


The annual meeting of the Confed- 
eration Life Association was held at 
the head office of the Company, Yonge, 
Richmond and Victoria streets, Toron- 
to, on Tuesday, the 16th inst., at the 
hour of 2 p.m. 

There was a large attendance of pol- 
foyholders, shareholders and members 
of the agency staff. 

On motion,the Hon, Sir W.P. How- 
land, C.B., K.C.M.G., was called tothe 
chair, and Mr. J. K. Macdonald, Man- 
aging Director, was appointed Secre- 
tary of the meeting. 

Tho report and financial statements 
relating to the business of the Associa- 
tion for the year 1896 were qubmitted 
as follows :— 

REPORT. 


The Direotors are pleased to meet the 
policyholders and shareholders in the 
twenty-fifth annual meeting, and to 
aye uetore them the report for the year 

It is scarcely necessary to say that 
the year was one of continued and 
widespread depression, causing an &C- 
centuation of the financial stringency 
which has existed for some years past 
and rendering it diffioult to obtain & 
large volume of new business by legit- 
imate means. Your Directors, how- 
ever, have nati been tempted to depart 
from the policy which has marked the 
past management. It will, therefore, be 
all the more pleasing to note the large 
amount of new business secured, a8 
well as the gratifying indications of 
progress which a persual of the state- 
ments will afford, the more so that 
this has been done with a decreased 
ratio of expenses to income. 

Including a few deferred cases at the 
close of 1895, we have had 2,058 appli- 
eations for assurances amounting td 
$3,286,996; of these 1,952 for $3,111,046 
were approved and 106 for $175,950 were 
declined. Including bonus additions, 
the total new business written for 1896 
was 1,951 policies for $3,131,995. The 
total business on the books on Decem- 
ber 31 was 18,253 policies for $27,560,423 
on 15,978 lives, > 

The claims by death, while less in 
number than in the previous year, 
called foralarger amount, as it hap- 
pened that several large policies be- 
came claims. There were ninety-nine 
deaths, calling for $223,487 under 114

There were 
reassurances to the amount of $23,328 
which reduced the net claims to 
$200,159.

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MILLINERY OPENING 


PARLIAMENT OPENED. 


An Extensive Programme of Proposed Legis- 
lation. 


Ottawa, March 26,—Though the 
opening of Parliament comes rather 
late this year, the clerk of the 
weather did his best to make those 
who crowded the parliament build- 
ings and grounds, and the adjacent 
roads forget that it was nota day in 
dead winter. The weather was 
abominable, raw, damp snow falling 
incessantly, forming slush under 
foot and melting wherever it touch- 
ed. Ifthere be anything in omens, 
the weather certainly preshadows 
a stormy session. arly in the 
morning. numbers of people crowded 
the corridors and penetrated the 
chamber, whilst the members spent 
the day in exchanging congratula- 
tions and making forecasts of the 
session. 

His Excellency drove from gov- 
ernment house, escorted as usual by 
the Princess Louise dragoon guards 
and attended by his aides. 

The galleries were crowded with 
ladies, many of the fair sex finding 
seats on the fluor of the house, whilst 
there was a large attendance of 
senators and distinguished men. 

The amount of legislation this 
session promises to be very heavy. 
The number of public bills is very 
heavy, far heavier than for many 
years. As, however, a movement is 
on foot to consolidate several of these 
in cases where there are bills affect- 
ing the same interests, the actual 
number at present entered would be 
misleading. There are 23 private 
bills entered, five more than last 
session. 

At 3 o'clock this afternoon his ex- 
cellency the governor-general pro- 


ceeded to the chamber of the senate | # 


of the parliament buildings and 
took his seat upon the throne. 

The members of the senate being 
assembled, his excellency was 
pleased to command the attendance 
of the house of commons, and that 
house being present, his excellency 
was pleased to open the second 
session of the eighth parliament of 
Canada, with the usual speech. 

In the speech from the throne the 
government promises to abolish the 
present franchise act and to adopt 
franchises of the different provinces, 
and to prosecute the work of ehlarg- 
ing the St. Lawrence canals. It al- 
sO states that arrangements have 
been made tor the cold storage of 
produce shipped to the old country 
markets. Various other matters of 
minor importance are alluded to. 

At the conclusion of the speech 
the house re-assembled, and atter 
the introduction of a bill to es- 
tablish the doctrine that the house 
is not compelled to give its first at- 
tention to matters submitted by the 
erown, the house adjournd for the 
day.

Shot His Son. 


Detroit, Mich., March 29.—Wm. 
Holse fatally shot his son, William 
Ifolse, jr., on Saturday night at his 
home on Catherine street with a re- 
volver.

The 
farpent English jobbers are forming a 
combination not to buy fodder cheese at 
any price, If farmers will presist in 
making fodders they will ruin the price 
of grass cheese, and also destroy con- 
fidence in the future of the market. The 
supply of fall made cheese in England 
will fill the requirements of the trade at 
the present rate of consumption until 
July ist, Filled cheese are being im- 
ported from the States in defiance of 
the law, being double bandaged and 
haying the branding smudged in order 
to evade the regulations of the revenue 

artment,” 

ae ‘ow, in accordance with his instruc- 
tions, T wish to impress on you the fact 
that it is to yous interest as it is to the 
interest of éyery ona concerned in the 
cheese industry of the country to maln- 
tain the standard and the price of our 
Canadian cheese. 

We all of us remember the glutted 
state of the market during the early 

art of the season of 1896, and it must 
bo admitted that prices low as they 
were in the spring of 1896 would no 
doubt have gone still lower had it not 
been for fhe general ory that went up 
against the making of fodder cheese, 
and no doubt the action of the Butter 
and Cheese Association in issuing a 
general circular asking the factory men 
not to make fodders was the salvation 
of the cheese market, Then again in 
the fall, the agitation against making 
November cheese also helped matters. — 

You will notice Mr. Grant says in his 
cable that the supply of fall made cheese 
in England will fill the requirements of 
the trade at the present rate of consump- 
tion until July 1st ; consequently, if the 
factory men will unite and not make 
fodder cheese, we may hope to start the 
new season on a good basis, with light 
stocks and a good demand, On the 
other hand, it is yery eyident that those 
who wish to depress prices are using the 
possibility of a large production of 
fodder cheese to accomplish their end. 

Now, it remains in the hands of the 
factory men as to whether the market 
for the grass cheese is to be ruined or 
not. I would therefore urge on you to 
use your influence in keeping the fac- 
tories that you are interested in closed 
until the Ist of May at any rate, and 
even later if possible, 

Do not be in any hurry to produce 
an article that will not do you any 
good; it is penny wise and pound 
toolish. 

T enclose a post card which as soon as 
you have arrived at your decision you 
might fill up and return tome. I trust 
you will act on this letter as I am con- 
fident that it is to your advantage to 
do so.

School Granta. 

The Municipal Public School Grant, 
formerly paid by every minor municip- 
ality as an equivalent for the Legisla-

Kt Dally Ratses 245 Billion Tons of Water. 


It has repeatedly been proposed to 
make use of the enormous power issuing 
from the sun in the shape of heat rays. 
What enormous amount of labour is 
!done by the sun on this earth “aiono 
is evidenced in part by the circulation 
of water out the earth’s surface. Ev- 
ery day the heaat of the sun turns 
into vapor a large amount of water on 
all the watery surfaces, and these Tis- 
‘ing vapors are far above us converted 
linto clouds, which the cool currents of 
air carry overland to countries which 
‘are not blessed ‘with plenty of the 
fluid element, and upon further con- 
densation the clouds in the shape of rain 
fall upon the earth, In smaller or larg- 
er quantities water streams again to- 
ward the sea, and during this course 
man undertakes to withdraw from the 
water part of the slored-uppower of 
water part of the stored-up power of 
the sun, using it for industrial Ro POSES. 
The Paris meteorologist, Prof. Meter- 
icht, estimates the quantity of water 
turned into vapor by the run in the 
Mediterranean sea alone on aclean hot 
summer day at not less than 5,280,000,- 
000 tons. At that rate the quantity of 
water taken from the entire globe on 
one hot day within the limits of the 
temperate and tropical zones would 
would amount to not less than two 
hundred and forty-five billions tons.

GLASGOW’S MUNICIPAL CLOCKS 


One of the most interesting of Glas- 
Bow enterprises is whut may be des- 
oribed as oiGitvipal time for tho entire 
city. Some years ago the experiment 
was tried of placing muicipal clocks in 
pyYominent positions all over Glasgow 
and regulating them by synchroniza- 
tion, Whe present scheme ig much more 
claborate, and ig nothing less than the 
establishment of a System of standard 
time, by means of electrically controlled 
clocks, regulated every second from the 
stellar clock at the observatory. A re-

CANADA AND HER COAL. 

The Chi o Tribune says:—President! 
James W. Milsworth of the Union Na- 
«| tional Bank will leave for Washington 
Monday to urge the establishment of 
an arbitration treaty with Canada on 
coal products. The publication of the 
new tariff billis the cause of consider- 
able commotion among coal miners and 
shippers who claim thatthe bill is de- 
fective in its consideration of coal, Mr. 
Ellsworth says he received advance in- 
formation last week from Canada that 
Canada willraise its duty om coal from 
its present schedule of 60 cents to 75 
cents a tan if the United States Goy- 
ernment insists upon raising tariff on 
Canadian coal for the existing rate 
of 40 cents to 75 cents, as proposed in 
the new tariff bill. Mr, Ellsworth claims 
this will cause the business in the 
Ohio and Pennsylvania coal fields to 
decrease. The only way in which the 
situation can be repaired is to_enter 
into reciprocal relations with Canada 
on coal, ; ., 

“The passage of this tariff bill will 
result in the comstruction of boats to 
earry Nova Scotia coal uptheSt. Law- 
rence River to'Toronto,” said Mr. Ells- 
worth. “This means that roads now 
carrying coal to Canada from the Ohio 
and Pennsylvania coal fields will have 
to give up this business. The Michi- 

an Central, Grand Trunk and Cana- 

ian Pacific are the lines affected. 

“Canada is determined to retaliate 
for dny tariff we place upon its coal. By 
opening up reciprocity with that coun- 
try the Ohio coal fields will be benefit- 
ed 25 per cent, and the Pennsylvania 
fields no less than from 10 to 15 per 
cent. Many mines now idle would be 
opened and others now working part 
time wonld run at their full capacity.

store monopolies. As it stands now the 
retail merchants in Toronto are being 
destroyed and there is not a town or 


had its local trade injured by the great 
stores in Toronto, while at the same 
time. and despite that reputation for 
cheapness which has been built up by 
each store at an expense of $20,000 or 
$30,000 a year for newspaper advertis- 
ing, no corresponding benefit has been 
conferred upon the city of Toronto as 
a trade centre nor upon the people who 
do the buying.

If you wish 
to find anyone’s address you go to the 
drug store to consult the city direc- 
tory. You wish his telephone now and 
then; you buy postage stamps there. 
He is a member of your church near 
by and contributes to its support. He 
pays local improvement taxes and helps 
to make the street smooth for your 
carriage or your bicycle. He is your 
neighbor. You are useful to each oth- 
er in ways you do not pause to consi- 
der. 

Yet when you go to a departmental 
store to buy your perfumes, or soaps, or 
patent medicines o few cents cheaper | 
than he offers them, you destroy the 
vitality of your own neighborhood. If | 
his business declines he must reduce his | 
expenditures; he must give less tothe 
local church and its Fad mes; less to 
local charities; he must shut his hand. 
If he is forced to assign, the local butch- 
er and baker get only 30c. on the dollar 
for what he owes them. Then they, 
too, must hedge and scrape to make 
up this loss. But perhs you or your 
son. or your brother may clerk in a 
downtown wholesale where that drug- 
gist bad an account. That wholes: 
house gets only 30c. on the dollar from 
that druggist, and ten other druggists 
having similarly been forced to assign 
in ten other parts of the city, it fol- 
lows that the wholesale house must as- 
sign also, and all its clerks and tray- 
elers be thrown out of employment. | 
The trade cannot absorb them all. The 
rate of salaries is reduced by the fact | 
that these expert applicants are trying | 
to wedge in somewhere. One wholesale 
failure causes other houses to cut down 
expenses—they grow timid and parsi- 


monious. They dismiss a couple of 
travelers. ‘They double up work in the 
office and let men go. To follow 


through all their ramifications the con- 
Sequences of these failures would be 
impossible, but it is safe to say this, 
that a tremor goes through every part 
of the business body of this city of To- | 
ronto. 

The policy that can thus kill adrug 
store can kill off any other kind of 
local store, and the Injury ia almost 
as great. The concern that was pat- 
ronized in preference to the local stores 
has no memory for faces. You may 
deal there twenty years, yet if you lose 
your situation and are penniless in the 
roiddle of winter you could not get a 
loaf of bread on credit.

Take a town fifty miles from Toron- 
to. If you pay the local merchant ten 
dollars for an overcoat, perhaps he pays 
it to the doctor for attendance, he to 
the druggist for drugs, he to the butch- 
er for meat, he to the farmer for mut- 
ton, he to a laborer for digging a well, 
he to another, and so that ten-dollar 
bill serves the purposes of trade in and 
around that town indefinitely. But if 
you send it away to a departmental 
store for an overcoat, that other over- 
coat lies on the local merchant’s shelf, 
and that ten dollar-bill may never again 
enter your community. 

The real value of this point lies in 
the fact that the profit in the sale of 
the overcoat goes to au institution in 
a distant city—an institution that has 
nothing in common with you—and that 
profit is lost to the merchant who helps 
to keep up your schools and churches, 
your sidewalks and roads, the man to 
whom you can appeal in an emergency 
to play the part of a neighbor. 

In the year 1870 less than 19 per cent, 
of the Popmistion of Canada dwelt in 
cities, and in 1890 the rate had grown 
to nearly 29 per cent. 

This change was largely due to the 
development of agricultural machinery 
no doubt, yet if rural Ontario is to be 
deprived of a large and ever growing 
Percentage of its people, and if on top 
of this the cities are to draw away from 
the dwindling towns and villages an 
ever-increasing share of their shrink- 
ing trade; and if the cities, growing 
ever more populous and dominant in 
the trade o the whole province, are to 
contain only three or four mammoth 
stores instead of three or four hundred, 


such a monopoly as the world has neyer 
seen? 

The monopoly of the mercantile trada 
that is doing so much harm to the 
towns of Ontario is conferring no bene- 
fit upon Toronto, because the profils: go 
into the hands of only two or three 
firms. It is doing no good to the de- 
luded people who are giving their trade 
by mail to departmental stores because 
the towns they live in are losing vit- 
ality and they are unable to make as 
food a living as they used to do. No 
business in a town is so prosperous, no 
land is as valuable as it was, whether 
built upon or vacant.

Some Interesting Figures. 


The following interesting items 
are gleaned from the report of the 
Minister of Education, presented to 
the legislature one day last week : 

The total number of pupils reg- 
istered in the common schools of the 
province of Ontario up to the 3lst 
December was 484,551, and the 
average attendance 271,549. Ot 
these 428,616 were between 5 and 
21; 1,545 were under 5 years, and 
390 were over 21. 

The number of kindergartens was 
increased to 95, with 201 teachers, 
and attended by 9,501 pupils under 
6 years of age. The number of 
night schools was 31, with 56 teach- 
ers and 2,130 pupils. ‘The number 
of public school teachers was 8,913, 
including 2,843 male and 6,070 fe- 
male teachers. The highest salary 
paid is $1,500, the average salary 
of male teachers being $408 and of 
female teachers $298. 

The total receipts of the public 
schools were $4,868,315, of which 
$3,382,995 came from municipal 
taxation, $298,419 legislative grant, 
and $1,236,901 clergy reserve fund 
and other special sources. 

The number of pupils in attend- 
ance at the 334 Roman Catholic 
Separate schools was 39,773. The 
number of teachers was 755, the 
total receipts $331,561, and the 
total expenditure $296,655. The 
Protestant Separate schools in L’Or- 
ignal and other French districts 
number 10, are attended by 492 
pupils, and cost $6,183 for mainten- 
ance. 

The number of collegiate insti- 
tutes and high schools is 129, em- 
ploying 570 teachers, haying 24,- 
662 pupils in attendance. The to- 
tal receipts were $764,727, of which 
$114,864 was contributed in pupils’ 
fees. The total expenditure was 
$720,583, of which $526,274 was 
paid teachers. At the entrance ex- 
amination for 1896 the candidates 
examined numbered 16,696,of whom 
10,240 passed.

Canada Will Send a Regiment of Soldiers. 
In this the 60th year of the reign 
of Her Majesty Queen Victoria, her 
loyal subjects in Great Britain and 
Ireland and in Greater Britain be- 
yond the seas which surround the 
sea-girt kingdom have been making 
extensive preparations to celebrate 
the occasion in a fitting manner. 
The official date of the celebration 
has been fixed for June 22. Sothat 
in a little more than two months 
the great event will haye come and 
gone. Naturally the celebration 
will take its grandest form in Lon- 
don, the metropolis of the world,and 
the colonies are now preparing to 
show their veneration for their 
Queen and their patriotism to the 
Empire by being represented oftici- 
ally in London on that occasion. 
What part is Canada, the greatest 
colony ot all, going totake? It is 
known that Mr. Laurier, the Prem- 
jer of the Dominion, will go to Lon- 
don, and it may be that the Provin- 
cial-Premiers will accompany him. 
A military escort of some kind will 
probably go with the Premier, but 
nothing definite has teen announced 
as ‘to the composition of the escort. 
Tt was thought that the Premier's 
body-guard would have consisted of 


Mounted Police and possibly a com- 
pany of the Royal Regiment of Can- 
adian Infantry, It is still not un- 
likely that a detachment of mounted 
police will be sent, but develop- 
ments during the last week or so 
seem to point to a much larger rep- 
resentation of the militia of Canada 
‘than a company of the R. R. C. I. 
This scheme, in brief, is that a 
regiment be sent of two battalions, 
one of rifles and the other of red 
coats, six companies in each of 42 
men, with three officers, with a total 
strength of between 600 and 700. 
Each officer who signifies his desire 
to go will be asked to subscribe a 
certain amount, graded as to rank, 
while the rank and file will be re- 
quired to pay 850 cach towards the 
expenses. ‘The regiment will leave 
Montreal on a troop ship on the 1st 
of June, and on arriving in England | 
will proceed to Aldershot camp, 
where they will remain under can- 
vas for ten days or a fortnight pre-| 
vious to the 22nd of June, 
There are now more than halt 
enough applications to officer the 
contingent.

Collector’s Roll was extended to next 
meeting, and the Collector instructed

The question of school equalization 
was discussed at some length. The 
facts are: In Union sections equaliza- 
tion should be made eyery three years 
by the united board of Assessors, and 
the respective clerks of municipalities 
notified of the amount leyied. At the 
equalization fiye years ago an increase 
of 10 per cent. was authorized in Madoc 
union section, but it appears neither 
Madoc township or Huntingdon paid in 
the extra 10 per cent., and consequently 
the yillage of Madoc school has been 
the loser to that amount eyer since. 
For some reason, also, no equalization 
took place two years ago when it should 
have been done. Just who is responsi- 
ble for this state of affairs in our muni- 


cipal government is not clear, but the 
present Council will endeavor to un- 
ravel the mix-up. 

A petition was received from rate- 
payers asking to have the street open- 
ed up running east and west past J, C. 
Dale’s lot, south side. Referred to 
Streets and Sidewalks Committee, 

A petition signed by about 100 rate- 
payers was presented, asking to have 
the celebrated ‘*Cow By-law ” amend- 
ed so as to allow cows to runat large 
on the streets between the hours of 6 a. 
m. and 7 p, m. from the Ist of May to 
the 1st of Noyember in each year. 
After discussion, the Council decided to 
take no action in the matter until 
the petition was signed by a majority 
of the bon-a-fide ratepayers of the vil- 
lage. The Reeve and Coun, Caverly 
said they would at all times be willing 
to grant any request asked for by a 
majority of the ratepayers. In future 
our citizens should be careful not to 
attach their names to any petition un- 
less they favor the project. This petition 
was evidently “signed” by a num- 
ber of ratepayers who have no know- 
ledge of their names going on the paper. 
One instance is that of George Kerr 
whose name is on the petition, but who 
says he not only did not sign it or 
authorize his nameto be put on, but 
was never even asked todo so, A con- 
tinuance of such pranks may get the 
proinoters of tho petition into trouble, 
and in any case it is the best moans of 
deteuting the object they are seeking. 

The Reeve gave notice of a by-law to 
repeal the Transient ‘Trader's By-law,

Mr. Haggerty introduced the bill 


at the instance of the County Council 
of Hastings to enable them to deal with 
the Police Magistrate who had been 
appointed in that county. The Coun- 
cil desired to cease paying him asalary. 
They did not want to dismiss him by 


any means. 


Mr. Whitney supported the princi- 
ples of the bill, 


The Attorney-General pointed out 
that the present law pla the matter 
entirely in the hands of the various 
counties, The Councils could apply to 
haye a Polica Magistrate with salary 
or without salary, Provision was also 
made for a County Council to take 
steps to make a change after one year 
has expired, if deemed advisable, If 
there are special objects which the hon. 
member desired to achieye, if the 
county is paying too high salary, even 
that might be amended in some other 
Way than that proposed by the bill. 
The County Council of Hastings appar- 
ently wanted to keep the Police Magi- 
strate. He was a good man, but they 
did not want to pay him. They 
wanted to do the Se but to do it 
without pay. He suggested that the 
matter stand, as there are only a few 
Police Magistrates who have been in 
each case appointed at the special re- 
quest of the County Councils, 

The bill was withdrawn, 

The Globe comments on the bill as 
follows :—''Mr. Haggerty also had a 
special piece of legislation. He wanted 
to give County Councils the power to 
cut off the salaries of Police Magistrates 
when they felt inclined to do so. He 
explained that the Poiice Magistrate in 
Hastings County acted in the same 
capacity for the city of Belleville. Ho 
got $500 a year from the county, but 
made no return of fees, and he therefore 
wanted to give the Council a chance to 
cut off his salary altogether, He ex- 
plained,to the amusement of the House, 
that they did not want to be rid of the 
Magistrate, but just rid of the necessity 
for paying himanything. The Premier 
said that the Magistrate was bound to 
make returns. If he did not or was 
guilty of any other neglect of his duties 
the course was to lay a complaint with 
the Attorney-General. The bill was 
then duly strangled.” 


Next month fifteen prisoners will 
be liberated from the Kingston 
Penitentiary and sixty-four from the 
Central Prison. This number al- 
lowed their freedom in one month, 
is the largest record in many years.

THE EXPERIMENTAL UNION. 
Being Done By the Ontuari 
Agricultural College. 

Upwards of 100 varieties of farm crops 
have been tested in the Experimental 
Department of the Ontario Agricultur- 
al College, Guelph, within the past el- 
(even years, and six hundred of them 
have been grown for at least five years 
in succession. Nearly all the Canadian 
sorts and several hundred new varie- 
ties imported by the Experimental De- 
partment from different parts of Eur- 
ope, Asia, Africa, Australia, and the 
United States have been included in 
these carefully conducted experiments. 
Some of the new varieties have done 
exceptionally well and have already 
been distributed over Ontario, through 
the medium of the Experimental Un- 
ion, with very gratifying results. The 
Siberian Oats, Mandscheuri Barley,Her- 
ison Bearded Spring Wheat, and the 
Cloud’s Early Yellow Dent, aMmmoth 
Cuban, Wisconsin Earliest White Dent, 
and Salzer’s North Dakota varieties of 
corn, Which are now becoming so popu- 
lar in Ontario, were imported by the 
Experimental Department, and after 
being thoroughly tested were distrib- 
uted in small quantities. 

‘The present system of co-operative 
experimental work in agriculture was 
sturted in 1886 with 60 plots, which were 
situated on twelve different farms in 
Ontario. Since tnat date, however, the 
work has increased from year to year 
and in 1896 there were 11,124 plots, 
which were situated on 2,260 farms. We

Articles 
jin daliy use and rooms frequently air- 
ed and swept are not apt to become 
infested with moths. Yet it is a good 
| idea to look for them in carpets,along 
the edges and in corners. Krequent 
beating, brushing and exposure to air 
and sunlight will usually keep uphol- 
Stered furniture free from moths. The 
ere remedies are the old ones—brush- 
jing, shaxing and airing. Strong odors 
do not prevent the iarvae when in the 
cothing from destroying it, but such 
repeilants as tobacco, camphor, naph- 
,thaiime balls and cedar chips are so 
| disagreeable to the flying moth that it 
does not as a rule, deposit its eggs 
Where the odor is strong. Of course, | 
if a garment is stocked with eggs when 
put away, no matter how caretu.ly, the 
repe.lants will’ have no effect on’ their 
deve.opment. Moths usually seek 
dark corners and p.aces to deposit their 
eggs, and are seldom seen where there 
is p.enty of air and light. i 
| Before woolen garments are put away 
| they should be subjected to a vigorous | 
shaking, brushing and beating, togeth- 
er wilo long exposure to wind and sun- 
light. Then, too, it is best to inclose 
with them some strong repellant. The 
very best receptacies in which to put | 
away furs or woolens are trunks or box- 
es which can be sealed. The old-fash-

WINTER THE PLEASANTEST TIME 
OF THE YEAR IN RUSSIA.

If you want to spend o perfectly 
comfortable winter and never know 
what it is to be cold, or to wish for 
the happy days of spring, come here 
to Russia, writes a St. Petersburg cor- 
respondent. Of course, there are 
plenty of places in our own blessed and 
enlightened land where everybody 
knows how to make winter a pleasant 
season, but in Europe it is different. 
In all Western Europe I have found 
not a single country where winter is 
what we wotld call endurable—much 
less pleasant. ‘The days are general- 
ly damp and raw, and often quite cold, 
but still the inhabitants seem to live 
in the fond delusion that nature will 
keep them warm and comfortable, and 
furthermore, that it is entirely unne- 
cessary for them to assist nature in 
this matter. 

But in Russia all is different. There 
they expect it to be cold, they know 
it will be cold, and the people make 
a specialty of keeping warm. And like 
most specialists, they come much 
nearer attaining perfection than do or- 
dinary mortals. f 

So if you want to be warm any- 
where in Europe during the winter, 
keep away from England with its 
fogs and rain. Don't go to.Italy 
where there are only a few stoves in 
the whole kingdom. Germany avoid 
as you would the plague; there you can 
never get much above freezing point. 
But go to Russia if you love warmth 
and comfort indoors and without bright 
days and sunshine, and dry bracing air 
and cheerful, 

BRIGHT-PACED PEOPLE. 
That’s the place to be really comfort- 
able and to enjoy winter and every- 
thing pertaining to it, there where the 
thermometer is from zero to 40 below, 
where the snow, as dry and hard as 
sand, crunches under your feet with a 
pleasant crisp sound, where your 
breath makes a little cloud before you, 
and sometimes little icicles on the edge 
of the great fur collar that reaches to 
the top of your head. 

Im the first place the houses are 
built for winter. The doors are dou- 
ble, the windows are double and the 
walls are a yard thick. Some time 
ebout the latter part of October the 
windows are all closed for the winter, 
and thoreughly sealed in every crack 
with putty. But in every room there 


inside, and outside windows. Every 
morning for about ten minutes these 
panes are opened. ‘The rest of the 
Ventilation is secured by two | little 
openings into the room—one in the 
floor, in the corner, the other in the 
ceiling, in the opposite corner. in 
this way fresh alr comes from some- 
where and bad air goes somewhere 
else, and the result is that the atmos- 
phere of the rooms is usually good. 

The heating of these houses is a fine 
art. it was a great surprise to me 
at first when I discovered that ‘the 
only fuel used in Russia is wood. ‘To 
my mind a wood fire meant a great, 
lowing, sparkling, beautiful fire, with 
logs piled high amd flames leaping up 
a wide, black-throated chiminey, a 
poetic and romantic sort of fire, but 
rather inadequate when the thermom- 
eter is below zero, when your back will 
freeze even while you sitonthe very 
hearth, with your feet inside of the fen- 
der. Such was my idea of a wood fire, 
and to hear that all Russia was kept 
warm during the long, deadly cold 
winters solely by wood fires was neces- 
sarily somewhat of a shock to me. 
have since learned that there are 
other ways of having wood fires be- 
sides our wasteful way—not so beau- 
tiful, perhaps, and not at all pictures- 
que or romantic, but certainly strictly 
useful. For with as much wood as a 
man can carry in a not over full arm 
load a large room in Russia is kept 
at a temperature

for twenty-four hours. On unusual) 
cold days they bave two “heatings,’ 
but in ordinary weather—that is, with 
the thermometer around zero—one 
heating a day is enough. E 

A “heating” is a very mysterious 
process, I dom't understand it at all. 

only tell it as it appears to me. In 
each room there is a stove, built gen- 
erally of white porcelain tiles, It is 
8 or 4 feet square and reaches near- 
ly to the ceiling. Near the bottom 
is a brass door, and near the top 
another smaller one. There are also 
several little roumd brass caps that fit 
over certain little holes in the side off 
the stove. ‘To me, however, the work- 
ings of these are aS mysterious as 
Bill Nye’s parlor stove, the ‘fearfully 
and wonderfully made,” in which to 
increase the heat you were to “slide 
forward the camera and grease the 
aurora borealis.” In the morning a 
map brings in an armiful of wood—ten 
or a dozen sticks—opens the big 
brass door at the bottom, and builds a 
fire. Then he climbs up ona step- 
ladder and opens the top door, and 
takes out a thing that loo! 
lid from somewhere in the internal re- 
gions of the stove. ‘he fire is allow- 
ed to roar amd burn briskly for half 
an hour or so with full draught. At 
the end of that time the stove lid is 
returned to its retreat, the lower door 
is shut and screwed up almost air-tight, 
and the “heating” is over. In a short 
while the stove becomes #o hot that 
it will keep the room as Warm as you 
choose for twenty-four hours. Avnd if 
you know how to manage the brass 
caps you can regulate your tempera- 
ture exactly according to your taste. 
In the peasants’ houses the stoves are

No won- 
der everybody you meet looks so bright 
\and cheerful. It is a pleasure to live | 
under these circumstances. They say 
there is really very much less suffering 
from actual cold among the poor in 
Russia than among our own poor at 
home, and when it does get too cold 
for the outdoor workmen to keep warm 
the authorities in the main cities have 
great bonfires built in the streets, 
and here the passers-by can warm 
themselves as much as they please. 
| One serious thing in the cities is to 
keep the snow cleared away. As 
soon as it falls the sidewalks are clear- 
ed entirely, and that in the streets is 
also hauled away outside of the town, 
except a few inches, enough for 
sleighs. '

What Dr, Benjamin Howard Has to Say 


About the Treatment of the Russian 
Convict—Comparison With the English 
System, 


Dr. Benjamin Howard, who since 1859 


| has made a special study ef penology, 


has arrived in England from a fourths 
visit to Russia and Siberia, undertaken 


for the purpose of confirming and 
bringing up to date the observations 
made by him in Saghalien and else- 
where since 1888. In the course of a 
conversation, Dr. Howard touched upon 
some of the results of his investigations. 
He said: 

“The special object of my last jour- 
mney, which occupied six months, was 
to complete my studies regarding the 
recapture, redistribution, and means of 
forwarding Siberian exiles. Ihave been 
through every convict and exile pri- 
son between St. Petersburg and Siber- 
ia. I have waylaid exile gangs by road, 
rail and river, examined when empty 
the convict barges on which they were 
conveyed, and have had opportunities 
of speaking to every man on board 
when the boats have been full. For 
hundreds of consecutive miles I have 
kept observation on the gangs in order 
to see them under all conditions.” 
Asked concerning the result of his 
observations, Dr. Howard, replied: 
“In its main principle of productive

CHATS WITH MOTHERS, 

Occupation for children means happi- 
ness; the little ones who have nothing 
to do are inevitably fretful and mis- 
chievous, so it behooves mothers to find 
suitable and varied employment for 
their young folks. A favorite pursuit 
becomes monotonous if indulged in too 
long, and the guiding spirit of the nur- 
sery and school-room must rack her 
brains for a change of occupation when 
the children are confined to the house 
by bad weather, 

Silver paper, which comes from choco- 
late, packets of tobacco, and elsewhere 
is generally prized; though the little 
ones don't know what to do with it; 
if a tiny ball is formed of the first 
Piece, and other portions are added 
Snowtall fashion, a very young child 
can make for itself a capital ball. Spills 
of paper neatly folded for father to 
light his cigar are anotner source of 
delight, and the boy or girl making 
these has the additional pleasure of 
knowing it is love's labor. ‘ 

t is always advisable to inculcate the 
lessons of good nature and unselfish- 
ness when the children set to work. 
Let the older ones paint pictures and 
fill scrapbooks for the hospitals, whilst 
the wee ones can tear up paper as a 
stuffing for simple charity pillows. 
Well-to-do little pecrle are so loving- 
ly and thoughtfully treated nowadays, 
that they are in danger of thinkin; 
that everything is theirs by right, an 
it is all Jmportant to teach them to | 
share their playthings really and cheer- 
fully and to be ready to give up to 
others less fortunate than fhemiselyent 

Children’s colds should never be neg- 
lected. It is a great mistake to send 
a little one out in the Winter with an 
incipient or a developed cold. ‘There 
are mothers who fear to coddle and 
weaken the child by keeping him in 
the house, and so let him .go out to 
increase the mischief, which may per- 
haps end in an attack on the lungs. 

“ Prevention is better than cure” and 
as soon as a cold shows itself, the little 
patient should be given remedies. A 
day spent entirely in one room, where 
the tempeature is evenly kept, often 
effects a cure, while frequent drinks 
of warm lemonade, made with the rind, 
are efficacious; the addition of the peel 
renders fhe beverage somewhat bitter 
and less toothsome, but it is much more 
of a medicine than the plain lemon wa- 


ter. 

Dry rubbing the chest, back and sides 
of the body with a handful of mustard, 
and flour, in about equal proportions, 
is another good remedy for a cold on 
the chest. ‘The mustard draws a lit- 
tle, but not nearly so much as a poul- 
tice, whilst it is a far more agreeable 
application than any sort of oil, which 
makes the little patient damp, and his 
clothes greasy. 

One ofthe worst things that can hap- 
pen to a child is to be frightened, The 
mischief that has resulted from a sud-

ing fits, weak nerves, illness of the 
brain, hysteria and St. Vitus’ dance can 
often be traced to a severe fright. It 
is not, however, an easy matter to 
avoid everything calculated to arouse 
fear, but parents must try and educate 
their children so that their nerves are 
good and steady.

INSTRUCTIONS RESPECTING DIPLOMAS FOR 
SCHOOL PREMISES. 


Diplomas will be granted annually, 
by the Minister of Education, to Public 
and Separate Schools for the condition 
of the school-house and premises as 
graded and reported by the Inspector. 

These diplomas will be of a size suit- 
able for framing, and trustees are re- 
quested to haye them hung in the 
school room. 

For a diploma, 80 per cent. of the 
aggregate number of marks assigned 
must be obtained. 

The marks shall be awarded by the 
Inspector in accordance with the follow- 
ing schedule:

The Inspector will award such marks, 
as he thinks the school entitled to, tak- 
ing the foregoing marks as the maxi- 
mum. 

At the end of the year he shall deter- 
mine what diplomas are to be awarded 
and shall report to the Minister of Edu- 
cation on the forms to be supplied for 
that purpose. 

In order that these diplomas may be 
of real value they must be earned and 
given as a reward of morit, and while 
only a general andard of marks can 
be assigned it onfidently hoped that 
inspectors will use proper caro in 
awurding them, so that the strictest 
justice may be done to eyery school. F

ABOUT THE TURKISH ARMY 


THE MIXED ELEMENTS WHICH CON- 
STITUTE THE FORCE. 


— 

The Strength ef the Army im Its Irregular 
Troops—The Circassians, Kurds and 
Bashi-Bazouks—An Imposing Array of 
the Worst Thieves, Robbers and Cut 
throats on the Globe, 

The trouble between Greece and Tur- 
key concerning the Cretan difficulty 
naturally gives considerable promin- 
ence to the power and resources of 
both countries, and much attention has 
been called to the active military forces 
of eack, with a view of conjecturing, 
as far as may be, what chance Greece 
might have in a possible war with Tur- 
key. It is stated in the dispatches that 
Turkey has now concentrated on the 
frontier from 50,000 to 100,000 men,while 
Greece has less than 20,000, but this 
fact of itself proves nothing, for in the 
insurrection of 1820 and the following 
years, when Greece had not half the 
Population it has at present, although 
Turkey poured several army corps 
though the passes of Macedonia and 
Thessaly into the little peninsula, they 
were imadequate to crush out the re- 
bellion. The disparity between the two 
countries in point of military strength 
is certainly enormous, but the weakness 
of Greece, is not so great as it seems, 
for should a war break out between 
the two states the Greeks would be 
joined by thousands of yolunteers from 
every part of the Christian world, men 
of adventurous spirit who would enlist 
in any army to fight against the Turks. 

In case a war should begin, the 
Greeks would be compefied te face an 
army which, on paper, is certainly of 

IMPOSING DIMENSIONS. 

The Turkish army is organized in the 
main, on the German scheme. After 
the war of 1876 and 1877 the Ottoman 
Government perceived its lack of mil- 
itary system, and made an attempt to 
reorganize the field forces in more ef- 
fective fashion, and German officers 
were sent to aid inthe work who natur- 
ally adopted the system best known 
to themselves. As at present consti- 
tuted, the Turkish land forces are di- 
vided into the Nizam, or regular ar- 
my ; two bans of Redif, or Lanwebr, and 
the Mustafiz, or Landsturm. The army 
is composed solely of Mohammedans, 
for non-Mohammedans—that is, Chris- 
ians, Jews and Pagans—are not liable 
to military duty, but they are required 
instead to pay a poll tax for exemption, 
about six shillings, or $1.50, being lev- 
ied on all exempt males. The Sublime 
Porte holds that all Mohammedans are 
liable to military duty after they reach 
the age of 20, and, save for especial 
causes, none are exempted. There is, 
however, one curious exception. By 
especial concession, the inhabitants of 
Constantinople and its suburbs are ex- 
empted from all military service, al- 
though required, as un the case of oth- 
ers, to pay the exemption tax. 
or when this exemption, in the case of 
the residents of the capital, originat- 
ed nobody seems exactly to know, but 
it is a fact highly appreciated by the 
citizens themselves, and has rendered 
them more than once objects of the 
jealous hatred of the provincials. 

The conscription is supposed to be 
made annually, but the Turks have nev- 
er learned to do anything according 
to system, so as a matter of fact, it 
is at irregular intervals, and at times 
when the depleted ranks of the Nizam 
need to be recruited. When recruits 
are suddenly needed the method fre- 
quently employed to obtain them is to 
pendeaut a body of cavalry and bring 
in the -

the officer in charge to allow them to 
remain, Theoretically, however, all 
Moslems in the Ottoman Empire go 
through twenty years of military serv- 
ice; six with the Nizam and first re- 
serve, or Ikhtiyats ; eight with the Red- 
if, and six in the Mustafiz. The con- 
scripts who are not at once drafted into 
the regular army undergo from six 
months’ to a iyeana drill with a Nizam 
battalion, and every subsequent year 
are supposed to have thirty days’ drill 
in their own province. Thus all the 
able-bodied Mo. medan Regulation of 
the empire is supposed to have a fair 
amount of military training, and it is 
estimated that when the system is in 
full working order, if it ever is, 
Turkish Empire will be able to put in- 
to the field an organized and drilled 
force of at least 800,000 men. 

The army is stronger in its irregu- 
lar forces than in the Nizam. The Niz- 
am is largely composed of infantry, the 
irregulars are all horsemen. Originally 
the Turks, the Arabs, and the Kurds 
had no infantry; all their fighting was 
done on horseback, and the Turkish ar- 
my contains many thousands of Arabs, 
Kurds and men of other races, who are 
good for nothing but soldiers, and like 
the Cossacks in Russia, are considered 
as owing military service to the sov- 
ereign as long as they are able. The 
Circassian troops originally came from 
the Caucasus. ‘They were mountaineers 
inhabiting the region between the Black 
and Caspian Seas. Calling themselves 
Adighe, they were called by both Rus- 
sians and ‘Turks Tcherkesses. In their 
own country they were about equally 
-divided between Islam and Christian- 
ity, not practicing either in its pur- 
ity, for even those who call themselves 
Christians had many Mohammedan and 
Pagan rites, so that the line between

‘To keep lemons in good condition for 
a long time, put them into a jar witb 
fresh cold water, and place in ao cool 
place. A cut lemon will keep for weeks 
it is said, if placed, cut side down, in a 


the lemon. 

To keep cranberries, cover with wa- 
ter and keep in the cellar; change the 
water once a month. 

If the oven is too hot when baking, 
place a dish of cold water in it. 

When anything is accidentally made 
too salt it can be counteracted by 
addiog a tablespoonful of vinegar and 
a tablespoontful of sugar. 

It is always best to under-season ra- 
ther than to over-season food. 

The taste of fish may be removed 
very effectunily from knives, etc, by 
rubbing them with fresh orange or 
lemon peel. 

_Never put a knife into hot grease 
if you wish to keep it sharp. 

Warm bread or cake can be cut with- 
out its becoming heavy if a sharp, thin 
knife is used, and is dipped into boiling 
hot water, wiped quickly, and the bread 
cut immediately; before the knife has 
time to cool. 

Warm dishes for the table by im- 
mersing them in hot water, not by 
placing them on the hot stove. 

If anything gets spilled on the stove, 
sprinkle salt on it to ston the smoke 
and smell. 

To prevent the odor of boiling cab- 
bage, tie a piece of stale bread in a 
cloth and boil with the cabbage. 

‘To remove the tops of fruit jars that 
are bard to start, dip a cloth in very 
hot water, and apply to the outside 
of the cap. A cloth wet in hot water 
and applied to the neck of a glass de- 
canter or bottle will cause the glass 
to expand so that a tigat stopper may 
be removed. 

Open canned fruit an hour or two 
before it is needed for use. It is far 
richer ‘when the oxygen is thus re- 
stored to it. 

To preserve fruit jellies from mold- 
ing, cover the surface one-fourth of an 
inch deep with powdered sugar. 

Keep all canned fruit in the dark to 
preserve its color and flavor. : 

Keep a small box filled with lime 
in the pantry and cellar; it will keep 
the air dry and pure. . 

To keep salt from packing and cak- 
ing in the salt cellars, thorougaly dry 
the salt and mix well with about one 
part of dry corn starch to ten parts of 
salt. 1 
Never use boiling water to dissolve 
soda for baking purposes, as it will 
carry off much of the strength of the 
soda in the steam. . : :

TO START FLOWER SEEDS. 

To grow or rather start pansies, col- 
eus or other tender flowers in the 
house, procure several oyster cans cut 
so as to make 4 square box an inch and 
a half deep, fill one-half inch with 
coarse sand; on that sift a soil, made 
up of loam, leaf mold and finely rot- 
ted compost, sift several times before 
using, tnen cover the sand with a half 
inch of the prepared soil, press gently 
to firm it, scatter the seed of coleus 
broadcast, press geotly with a flat sur- 
face, sprinkle with the tyrian plant 
sprinkler, and cover with glass to pre- 
vent evaporation. After the seedlings 
are up and have the third leaf, trans- 
plant them to another can with the 
same soil one-fourth of an inch apart 
in the row. When woll grown trans-

apart in cans, You will find ‘your

COST OF BIG TUNNELS. 

A recently published item relative 
to the comparative cost of the world’s 
four great tunnels places the cost of 
the Hoosac tunmel in the United States, 
the oldest one of the lot, at about $380 
a foot. The Mont Cenis tunnel, the 
next in Hate, cost, according to the 
same item, about $355 a foot; the St. 
Gothard cost $230 a foot, and the Arl- 
berg, the latest date, cost only $155 a 
foot. The rapid decrease in cost with- 
in comparatively few years is cited 
as a marked indication of the great 
progress in mechanical methods and 
improvements in rock-excavating tools. 
A still more striking result exists in 
the case of a tunnel through, the Cas- 
cade Mountains, on the line of the 
Northern Pacific railroad, in the Unit- 
ed States. ‘This, unlike those named, 
which were excavated in ald, settled 


countries, with the terminal easy of 
access, was in a peculiarly difficult’ lo- 
cation, so much so that it took months 
to convey the machinery to the spot. 
Rivers had to be turnec ide, bridges 
built and material transported over im- 
provised roads through nearly 100 
miles of forest, which is 161-2 feet 
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wide, 22 feet high and 8,950 feet long, 
was bored through the mountain in 
twenty-two months, pt the rate of 
413 feet a month, and at ao cost for the 
completed tunmel of only about $120 
a foot.

—That British Columbians have not for- 
gotten the blow aimed at Chnadians 
in the famblus alien laboun clause of 
the Corliss bhmendment has been evi- 
dence in striking manner by the 
action takem djuring the past few days 
in the Mining Committee of the Pro- 
vincial (Legislature. This important 
body has for several weeks had under 
consideration an amendment im the 
mining law of the province. 

Suggestions have been pouring in 
upon them from all quarters, and after 
sifting these the majority of the com- 
mittee have signed the report recom- 
mending that hereafter ‘“‘aliens,” which 
may be initexpreted as specially refer- 
Hine ito American citizens, shall be 
prohibited from taking wp 
claims in this province, 

Heretofore no restrictions have been 
placed on American enterprise, and 
even with the red rag of the Corliss 
amendment before them, the committee 
would not go the length of forbidding 
the ownership of claims by Americans. 
Another important amendment adopt- 
ed by the committee provides that per- 
sons making an“adyerse’” must prove 
that the first locating has been impro- 
perly made, the original locator hay- 
ine heretofore been required to estab- 
lish his position. | id = 

Still a third section of the majority 
report provides that anyone obtaining 
a Crown grant to mineral property is 
by it ernpowered to purchase from the 
Goyernjnent all surface rights at $5 
per acre. (hese changes practically 
revolutionize the mining law of the 
country, and will provoke the hottest 
debate of the session when laid before 
the Legislature.

| ENGLAND'S NAVAL PLANS, 

GREAT ADDITIONS TO HER FORCE 
OF FIGHTING SHIPS, 

Re mierareee PUA Reet ee ee 

Two Torpedo-Boat Destroyers to Re 


Begu Iu Addition to the Vessels Now 
Wander Construction, 


The amount of money involved in the 
Programme is upward of $2,000,000 
Breater than the estimates in any pre- 
vious year, and shows a purpose on the 
pene of Great Britain to continue the 
Work of increasing her navy and pre- 
paring for an emergency. ‘Lhe plan in- 
dicates that there is little disposition to 
hold ships in reserve, and that as fast 
as ready for service they will be com~ 
muissioned and assigned to squadrons. It 
is further stated that, in view of the 
recent action of the powers im greatly 
strengthening their fleets in foreign 
waters, the Admiralty will augment 
its Squadrons in the Mediterranean, on 
the Chinese station, and in Che Channel 
waters. The importance of the Chinese 
station has become strikingly apparent 
and has called for higher ranking of- 
ficers on the ships and a Rear Adamir- 
ad always in charge. Four first-class 
battle ships are shortly to join the 
fleets near Greece, and three others are 
to be assigned to the Channel fleet. Two 
powerful Ships are to be sent out to 
Asia, and half a dozen more will re- 
place smaller vessels on the North Am- 
erican and West Indian station, The 
amount of money that England will 
spend this year is increasing and sup- 
porting her naval establishment, is 
sheicly more than $115,000,000, 

Great Britain proposés to lay down in 
the next few months four first-class 
battleships of about 14,800 tons, three 
third-class cruisers, two sloops of war, 
four twin-screw gunboats, and two tor- 
pedo boat destroyers. Besides this in- 
crease to the establishment the Queen 
is to have 

AN ELABORATE YACHT. 
whieh will probably take the place of 
the Victoria and Albert, the old side- 
wheeler used by royaliy for years. The 
new yacht is to be laid down at Pen- 
broke and will be the most sumptuous 
vessel of its kind afloat. Plans have 
aiready been completed, and it is ex- 
pected that the keel of the ship will 
Ie in place by the late spring. Of the 
Ere cing; vessels, three battleships, the 

© cruisers, and the two sloops will 
be built in tne wovernment dock yards; 
the remaining battleship, the four gun- 
boats, and the two torpedo boat de- 
stroyers will be built by contract. The 
propelling machinery and boilers for all 
the vessels except the two cruisersand 
one of the sloops will be ordered from 
private firms. The battleships Can- 
ipus, Goliath and Ocean are now on slips 
which are to be occupied by the three 
new Government-buiilt vessels, and as 
Soon as they take the water, ina few 
months the construction of the latter 
will be begun. 

The present programme of Great 
Britain for the building of war vessels 
is one of the largest undertaken, and 
comprises more c.asses of ships than ev- 
er before. During this year and the 
early months of next year she will have 
competed or have in course of con- 
struction fourteen first-class battle- 
Ships, eight first-class cruisers, ten 
Uhird-class cruisers, two sloops of war, 
four twin-screw gunboats, fifty-two tor- 
pedo boat destroyers. eight light draft 
steamers for special service, and one 
royal yacht. ‘hus the total number of 
vessels of all classe under construc- 
tion during the year will reach the en- 
ormous aggregate of 108. Their aggre- 
gate displacement will be about 340,000 
tons, and the aggregate indicated horse 
power 800,000. it is anticipated that 
during the next financial year sixty-six 
of these vessels will be completed for 
Service, inciuding fifty torpedo boat 
destroyers. In the last month a large 
number of British ships have been 
armed with quick-firing guns to i6- 
piace guns either obsolete or inferior 
to the new designs. 

TO MAN HER WARSHIPS 
Great Britain last year made  appro- 
priations for 93,750 men, including of- 
ficers, seamen, boys, coast guards, and 
royal marines, or an increase over the 
previous year of 4,900, The actual 
number borne on the rolls last Janu- 
ary, when a census was tuken shows 92,- 
$22 of ail classes, While the numbers 
of men coming forward for most of the 
ratings have been most satisfactory, 
some difficulty bas been experienced 
in obtaining the necessary number of 
engine room artificers and artisans ow- 
ing to the general revival of the ship- 
building trade, Tbe Admiralty, ow- 
ing to the vast inorease in the number 
of available fighting ships in the next 
year or two, has asked that the total 
number of men be advanced to 100,050, 
and this number will probably be al- 
lowed. ‘Lhe proposed additions are dis- 
tributed among all branches, and in- 
clude 12 officers, 240 seamen, 265 en-

‘Then as the banks of the whole world 
form the market for gold, it will not be- 
come unsaleable, and, moreover, there 
is no competition in gold mining. In 
ordinary business one man succeeds at 
the expense of another, but in the dely- 
ing after gold the success of one man 
only seryes to aid his neighhor. 

One thing, Mr. Laird says, should be 
impressed upon the minds of our owners 
of mineral lands,-and that is the abso- 
lute necessity of exploring their own 
buildings, and exposing their leads, if 
they wish to procure purchasers. 

Young Canadians, he thinks, who are 
out of employment should “* take to the 
woods” and look for minerals. The 
hardships to be endured are not too 
severe for our hardy young men; the 
expense of a prospecting tour is not 
high, and the returns to be gotten are 
often large.

Death of Lieut.-Col. Jas. Brown. 


Imposing Military Funeral at Belleville. 


(Saturday's Belleville Intelligencer.) 


A long and actiye career was brought 
to a close at 7,15 this morning, when 
Lieut.-Col. James Brown, after a linger- 
ing and painful illness, crossed the 
bar. His ailment was a disease of the 
stomach and from his inability to take 
sufficient nourishment his death was 
mainly due, ‘The lamp of life had burn- 
ed low for two weeks and his death was 
not unexpected, 

James Brown was born in the Parish 
of Inch, Aberdeenshire, Scotland, in 
September, 1823, and was thus in his 
7ith year, He came to Canada with 
his parents when ten years of age and 
early in his teens learned the trade of a 
moulder. He and his brother George 
bought the old foundry on the lot ae 
ed by Mill, Great St. James and Church 
sts. from the late Capt. Jacob Bonter 
in 1816. George died in 1855 and James 
carried on the business until the forma- 
tion of the G. & J. Brown Manufactur- 
ing Co, in 1887 and had retained a con- 
trolling interest in the business ever 
since, 

Col, Brown took a deep interest in 
municipal matters. He represented the 
the Town of Belleville as Reeye in the 
County Council before it was set apart 
from the County. He was for several 
years a Councillor in the Town Council 
68,

He was made Lieuten- 
ant of the Belleyille Rifles when that 
company was formed in 1857. ‘The late 
Major Le Vesconte was his Captain 
and Sir Mackenzie Bowell was the Ra- 
sign of the company, He seryed at 
Amherstburg in 1834-65 and at Aults- 
ville in 1866, He was promoted to the 
rank of Lieut.-Col. upon the formation 
of the 49th Battalion Hastings Rifles 
in 1866 and retained command of the 
regiment up to the time of his death, 

Col. Brown was & member of St. 
Andrew’s church. He was unmarried. 
His brother Alexander died in 1888, 
One sister, Mrs. Grace Keith, suryives 
him, 

The deceased began his political ca- 


reer in 1861, when, in compliance with 
a largely gned requisition from the 
Conservatives, he—although declaring 
himself a Baldwin Reformer—contested 
South Hastings for the Legislative As- 
sembly with the late Hon. Lewis Wall- 
bridge, who was then at the height of 
his power and popularity. Mr. Brown 
had majorities in Belleville. Tyendinaga 
and Trenton, but Thurlow and Sidney 
went so Strongly Grit that he was de- 
feated by 125. In 1867, however, his 
turn came. He was chosen as the Con- 
servutive candidate for West Hastings 
for the Commons in the first election 
after Confederation, and defeated the 
late Dr. Rufus Holden by 469.

THE FUNERAL, 


Mournful indeed was the procession 
that followed the remains of the late 
Col. Brown to their long home Monday 
afternoon, 

Col. Hambly, to whose care the mili- 
tary part of the funeral was entrusted, 
did his duty well and arranged every 
detail. _Detachments from different 
companies of the 49th arrived in the 
city this morning to take part in the 
funeral, and with members of the No. 1 
Company, formed the firing party. A 
gun carriage and five horses in charge 
of Corporal Benson, Driyers Kampfer, 
Laird and Cook, and Gunner Ross. 
came up from A Battery, Kingston, to 
convey the remains from the house to 
the cemetery. 

At 2 o'clock the friends and relatiyes 
of the deceased began to guther at the 
residence on Bridge st., and at 2.30 
Rey. M. W. Maclean commenced the 
solemn funeral service, which lasted 
nearly half an hour. The casket, 
wound in a Union Jack, was then con- 
veyed to the gun carriage by Lieut.- Col. 
Cotton, Lieut.-Col. Duff, Lieut,-Col. 
Ponton, Lieut.-Col, Lazier, Surgeon 
Lieutenent-Col, Tracy, Surgeon Major 
Farley,

Among the mourners were Lieut.-Col, 
Sir Mackenzie Bowell, a comrade in 
arms with the late Col. Brown in the 
old Belleville Rifles, and Lieut.-Col. 
Wills. 

Capt. J. R. Orr and Lieut. Ed. Cross, 
of No. 4 Company, Madoc, were among 
the officers present.

The Mexican Senate is debating the 
treaty fixing the boundary of the 
country with the British colon of 
Belize.

A despatch from Cape Town says the 
Het Dagblad, the Dutch newspaper, de- 
olares that leading officers in the Trans- 
yaal speak openly of war witb England 
being inevitable. 

The Federal convention in Adelaide 
by a vote of twenty-three to twelve 
has rejected an amendment to allow 
women to vote for members of the 
South Australian House of Represen- 
tatives. 

The next advance of the Anglo-Egyp- 
tian forces in the Soudan will be made 
as soon ag there is water enough for 
the steamers to pass the fourth cata- 
ract of the Nile, probably in July or 
August, 

A despatch from Japan says that the 
recent convention between Russia and 
Japan in regard to Corea have seriously 
injured the standing of the Japanese 
Ministry, which is not likely to last 
much longer. 

The stronghold of Gamasep, Bechu- 
analand, has been captured by the 
Duke of Edinburgh's volunteer rifles. 
Galishowe lost three hundred horses, 
muny cattle and many warriors. The 
British had six wounded. 

The Turkish Government has form- 
ally informed the Greek Government 
that any further raids of irregulars 
into Turkish territory will be regard- 
ed by Turkey as a declaration of war 
upon the part of Gyeece, 

It is semi-officially stated that all 
coercion of Greece upon the part of 
the powers will cease so soon as war 
is declared, because otherwise it would 
bear the character of pro-Turkish in- 
tervention. : 

The choice of the movement to begin 
war with Turkey does not rest with 
King George or the Greek Govern- 
ment, but with the Ethnike Hetairia, 
a secret organization, which directed 
the crossing of the frontier by Greek 
irregulars, ? 

The British cruiser Raccoon, which 
left Cape Town on February 12, under 
sealed orders, arrived at Durban, Na- 
tal, unexpectedly during ‘Thursday 
night with six other British) warships, 
and two more warships were expected. 
The object of the naval demonstration 
is not known at Durban. 


The Prince of Monaco expresses his 
willingness to offer a reward for the 
detection of the steamer which passed 
one of the boats of the foundered 
steamer St. Nazaire without giving 
the sufferers in the boat any assistance. 
The action of the steamer is strongly 
condemmed by all seafaring men.

THE NORMANS. 
— 
Ail the Land They Once Owned Now in the 
Possession of the Saxons, 


Gistorians are constantly reminding 
people that there is scarcely a foot of 
soil owned in England now by the de- 
scendants of the Norman conquerors, 
all the property having gradually come 
again into the possession of the Sax- 
ons, who originally owned it. One of 
the rare exceptions in . this state of 
things is Trafford Park, which until a 
year ago remained in the possession of 
the same family which has held it for 
over 800 years, the Traffords of Traf- 
ford. Randolph, Lord of Trafford, who 
lived in the reigns of Canute and Ed- 
ward the Confessor, dying about 1050, 
was the head of this ancient house, 
which for 800 years has enjoyed an un- 
broken line of tmale successors, and 
whose land has not suffered alienation 
during all the changes of this time. The 
old place is one of the most romantic 
and picturesque spots in all England, 
and lying as it does just without the 
city of Manchester, it is greatly admir- 
ed by visitors. There are neanly 2,000 
acres in the estate. The hall will short- 
ly be turned into a hotel and the 
grounds converted into parks, golf links, 
race course, &e. JA considerable por- 
tion of the fine old land will be de- 
voted to shipping, as it lies along 
canals connecting directly with the 
ocean. It was only last year that the 
estate passed from the hands of its old- 
time owners into the possession of a 
company, which is dividing it up and 
selling it to various purchasers.

The wife of the 
ordinary one-time millionaire can no 
more afford to accumulate costly laces 
than a much poorer woman, for the 
simple reason that it would consume 
‘her husband's entire fortune in a very 
short time. It has been a fad of roy- 
alty for mnumberless years, but the 
kings and queens spend other peo- 
ple’s money, so they can afford to be 
luxurious. 

An effort is making now to rehabi- 
‘itate the lace-wearing fashion, and if 
it be successful it will draw a very 
sharp distinguishing line ‘between 
millionaireand multi-millionaires. The 
Women members of families who have 
been rich for many generations will 
haye an advantage over others, as in 
the days of ovr grandmothers and 
great-grandmothers the ownership of 
fine lace was a social necessity. 

The Astor collection of laces, for in- 
stance, is very fine and ranks with 
any of the private collections abroad. 
At the time the laces of Empress Eu- 
gene were sold at auction the Astors 
were heavy buyers. They pooled with 
the Vanderbilts and the Rothschilds 
so as to avoid bidding against one an- 
other. These three great families se- 
lected an agent to do the buying, and 
at the termination of the sale the pur- 
chases were divided into thirds. Bu- 
genie, of course, was not a gainer by 
this, but she could well afford the loss. 

The 6 yards above mentioned were 
part of {the “pool” purchase at this 
sale, and were subsequently sold by 
Mrs. William H. Vanderbilt to Mrs, 
Corning, the present owner. 

‘There are many pretty legends of 
the origin of lace-making, and one of 
the prettiest is the story of the Vene- 
tian sailor who, on the eve of a sea 
voyage, gave to tha woman he loved a 
piece of beautiful sea-weed, to keep 
whi 6 was absent, In memory of him.

thread against a piece of linen, and 
thus invented lace. 

Yoo much fonfidence must not be 
pieces in this pretty legend, however, 
‘or some fine examples of the lace- 
makers’ art have been traced back ta 
the period of about 1000 years before 
Christ., While the art is an ancient 
one, the finer qualities did not ap- 
peek until after the fifteenth century. 

© most celebrated lace collections 
are ‘those of the South Kensington 
Museum, in London, and the Bruges 
Museum, although the Cluny Mus- 
eum, in Paris, contains inestimable 
specimens of antique lace.

The collection of Mrs. Hicks-Lord is 
said to contain the famous point de 
Rrussels shawl once owned by Eugenie. 
Mrs. Hicks-Lord keeps all of her treas- 
ures locked up in the vaults of a safe 
deposit company, and as she never goes 
into society nowadays it is diffioult to 
name her possessions with any degree 
of accuracy. This shawl has ‘been 
valued nt $80,000. Righty experts 
worked on it for a year, and the Em- 
press Eugenie 


wore it ‘three times. 
Since then it has never been worn. 

Mrs. William @. Vanderbilt owns 
som efine bits of point d’Alencon, one 
of the costliest laces inthe world. The 
reason of the great cost is due, ‘of 
course, to the amount of intricate labor 
required. First, the design is drawn by 
an artist and then engraved on a cop- 
per plate, from which it is printed on 
long strips of parchment. Pieces of 
linen are attached to the parchment, 
and the pattern is traced with thread. 
The ground netting of the lace is then 
worked out. More than twenty ex- 
perienced hands are required to do 
their several kinds of work before the 
tiniest bit of point d’Alencon can be 

roduced. Some of this ace has 

rought as much as $1600 a yard, but 
this is an exceptionally high price. 

It can be seen by this that the fad 
of lace collecting is a most costly one, 
and ible only to those who have a 
Tittle income.

Post Cards. 

The Postmaster-General has decided 
to relax the regulations on the subject 
of permissable printing on the face or 
address side of private post cards pass- 
ing between one place and another in 
Canada. No objection will, therefore, 
in future be made to printing designs, 
etc., provided ample space is left for the 
address, and that there be a perfectly 
clear space, free from border, left for the 
postagestamp. Itisimportant that the 
postage stamp should be as conspicuous 
as possible on the card, in order to faci- 
litate its rapid and accurate cancellation 
in the postoffice, and for this reason the 
space immediately surrounding it 
should be quite clear. Under arrange- 
ments agreed to by the United States 
postoffice, such private post cards will 
be allowed transmission through the 
United States mails: but no other 
countries haying so agreed, cards bear- 
ing such designs, if forwarded to such 


other countries, would be liable to be 
returned to Canada.

The situation is a disheartening one 
for the lesser states, which, if left free, 
might do a great work for civilization, 

_ but must now depend for life upon the 
good-will or jealousies of their great 
neighbors, to promote or arouse which 
is the permanent object of all their 
diplomacy, and even of much of their 
internal legislation. There is no sign 
either, that any remedy for the evil 
will be found, though Europe would 
gain mich by setting them free, in 
the example they would give of the pos- 

_. sibilities of progress and culture in 
states relieved of militarism, and in 
the relief they would offer to the mono- 
tony of the European system. The 
old remedy of a defensive league of 
the minor states must be abandoned as 
impracticable, for they are too widely 
scattered, and, excepting Holland, lack 
the means to maintain the armament 
necessary to make a coalition effective. 

To seek safety under a protectorate 
would be to further diminish thoir in- 
dependence by increasing the pressure 
of the great powers upon them, and 
beside, the creation of protectorates, 
in the jealousies certain to be aroused, 
would for some of them end in annex- 
ation. Apparently, the only hope for 
them’ is that when the map of Buarope 
is recast, they may be absorbed on ! 
terms not utterly humiliating by the 

_ — -§redter states, or become parts of a 
future European federation born of a 
general revolution. Failing that, 
there is nothing left but to endure their 
present status as best they can, resolved 
if the opportunity ever comes to fight 
to the last man to maintain their in- 
dependence. .

THE FLEET IN THE LEVANT. 


Tho Ships Available for Blockading or 
Other Naval Operations. 

The Importance attached by the lead- 
ing powers of Europe to the Cretan 
crisis may be judged by the naval forces 
they have at Canea, at the Piraeus, at | 
Smyrna, and at various points of ob- 
servation in the Mediterranean and the 
Black Seas. 

The British Mediterranean fleet is 
set down by the London ‘‘ Times” of 
a recent date as thirty-two strong, ex- 
clusive of torpedo craft. Five battle-| 
| ships, the Revenge, Trafalgar, Barfleur, | 
Samperdown and Rodney; two cruis- 
ers, the Scout and Fearless; the sloop 
Nymphe, the gunboats Dryad and Har- 
rier, and the torpedo boat destroyers 
were recently in Cretan harbors, with 


the battleship Nile and destroyer 
Dragon, Ardent, Bruiser and Boxer 
Banchee at the Pireeus. The battle- 


ships Ramillies, Hood and Anson were 
at Malla, the Prince George to go to 
the Mediterranean, and so on. The 
channel squadron was at that time at 
Viga, on its way to Gibraltar. 

Italy at the sume date had actually 
in Cretan waters the big battle-ships 
Sicilia, Re Umberto, Francesco Moro- 
Dora and Ruggiero di 
Lauria, and the cruisers Vesuvio and 
Euridice, while the cruisers Marco Po- 
lo, Ligurio and Dogali were also then | 
already there or under orders to pro- 
ceed thither. Of course, all Italy’s home 
vessels are within easy reach. 

France, however, seems to rely on her 
naval strength at Toulon for most of 
her readiness for action. At the time 
spoken of she had actually withdrawn 
a few vessels from the Levant. The crui- | 
sers Charner. Suchet, Troude, Watti- 
gnies and Fosbin, however, represent- 
ed her in the Levant, and several ves- 
sels seemed to be maxing ready to join 
them. Between Sebastopol and Vigo, 
France had, it is said, eight battle-ships | 
and seven cruisers.

But the Mediterran- 
ean, especially along ‘the Levantine 
coasts, cértainly presents a remarkable 
naval spectacle at this time.
